L  Samuel*  Walker  died  in  Wobnrn,  Nov.  6,  1684.  He  was  aged 
44,  or  thereabouts,  in  1661,  as  per  affidavit  of  himself  and  hifl  son  Samuel' 
Walker,  made  April  2,  1661. •  He  was  first  mentioned  in  a  Wobnrn  tax 
list  in  1655,  and  held  various  town  offices.  In  the  Middlesex  Co.  Court 
Files  is  the  following  petition  relating  to  his  business : — 

"  To  the  honoured  Magistrates  assembled  at  y*  County  Court  honlden  at 
Cambridge 

Thft  petition  of  Samuell  Walker  of  y*  Town  of  Woobum  Humblee  Shew- 
eth  That  whereas  y"  petitioner  not  longe  since  by  advise  of  liis  frlendB  did 
set  upon  the  trade  of  stilling  strong  waters,  and  for  y'  end  by  reason  of  his 
wife  8  weaknes,  purdiased  a  place  near  y*  meeting  House  where  in  build- 
inge,  and  other  Vtinsels  for  y'  work,  he  hath  expended  about  Two  hundred 

?jund8  w*h  would  be  of  little  use  unto  him  should  he  not  goe  on  with  y* 
rade  and  more  eSpedallie  seeing  y"  petition :  is  resolued  through  Gods 
assistance  to  prevent  as  much  as  in  him  lies  the  too  frequent  abuse  thereof, 
nor  shall  he  be  wantinge  to  obsenie  y*  bounds  and  rules  for ;  should  you 
be  pleased  to  grant  him  license  for  the  retailinge  of  Liquors. 

The  premises  considered  we  whos  names  are  underwritten,  humblee  re- 
quest this  honoured  Court  that  they  would  be  pleased  to  grant  y*  petitioner 
license  not  onlie  to  still,  But  allso  to  sell  stronge  water  by  y'  quart  so  long 
as  he  shall  observe  fe  wfaolsam  kws  and  rules  y*  the  Supreme  power,  and 
this  Court  Shall  set  for  p'uendng  y*  abuse  thereof  That  to  we  may  not  be 
driven  to  goe  to  more  remote  Towns  for  a  supply  of  oar  necesitie  hearin, 
when  we  maie  ( if  you  shall  be  pltjaaeu  to  graut  y*  requcct)  haue  Supply  5t 
home."  ITie  following  citizens  of  Wobum  signed  this  petition:  John.

The  answer  to  this  petition  is  found  in  the  records  of  the  County  Court, 
the  jietition  being  granted  in  April,  1G62.  Henry  Summers  succeeded 
\um  as  innkeeper  m  Woburn,  in  1C82. 

Samuel  Walker  was  for  a  time  a  resident  of  Reading,  and  all  of  his  chil- 
dren by4uAJirst  wife  were  born  there-  The  Reading  church  records  state 
that,  at  some  time  after  March  26,  1 650,  he  was  admitted  to  the  fellowship 
of  the  church,  and  his  wife  with  him.  His  connection  with  Reading  ceases 
inl654.« 

Beyond  the  above  particulars  we  know  nothing  of  his  first  wife,  but  in  a 
deed  dated  April  8,  1678  (and  unrecorded),  he  says  at  the  close,  "I,  the 
abovenamed  Sam"\^Walker,  have  hereunto  put  my  hand  and  seal  .... 
also  Ann  Walker,  in  her  acknowledgment  of  her  consent  to  this  deed,  liath 
put  lp_her  hand  and  seal."  f 

Ann  Walker,  the  above,  wa«  his  second  wife.  Sho  was  the  widow  of 
Arthur  Alger  of  Scarborough,  and  daughter  of  Giles  Roberts,  also  of  that 
place.     She<lied  in  Woburn,  Mar.  21,  17164 

Thifl  Ann  Walker  was  the  widow  alluded  to  in  the  third  volume  of 
Woburn  town  records,  as  -Reaching  school  in  that  town :  "  The  Widow 
Walker  is  appointed  to  be' a  scliool  dame  for  the  year  1686,  and  to  have 
ten  shillings  for  her  labd^r  as  tha  other  had." 

After  Samuel  Walker's  destl^  his  sons  Sanfuel,  of  Woburn,  and  Joseph, 
of  Billerica,  were  appointed  administrators  of  Ids  estate.
